Please review and enter the following remarks summarizing the interview with Examiner 
Bokhari and Supervisory Examiner Yao conducted on April 1, 2009: 



During the interview, the following was discussed: 

The rejection of claim 1 over Steudle and Virtanen and rejections of claims 3, 6-8, 13, 
and 16-18 under § 112. 

It was agreed that Applicants would file a response under section 1.116 before the final 
deadline of April 28, 2009. It was agreed that to overcome the 1 12 rejection, Applicants would 
amend claims 3, 6-8, 13, and 16-18 to recite "comprising." 

It was further agreed that Applicants would submit arguments for patentability of the 
claims. Examiner Bokhari would reconsider the application in light of a combination of Steudle 
and Virtanen. If no support for the rejection is found in these two references, the Examiner will 
perform a new prior art search. If the new prior art is found, the prosecution would be re-opened 
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and Examiner would issue a new Office Action. If no prior art is found, the application would be 
allowed. 

It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF
